The sum of about 
five ti ousand dollars per annum has been 
promptly paid by the city of Dixon to the 
water company, the latter agreeing on its 
part for that consideration to furnish a 
certain amount of water at a reasonable 
time for protection against fire. 
“ Filter 
ed water,” suitable for drink ing and culi­ 
nary purposes was also to be furnished to 
citizens at a stipulated price to be paid by 
the consumers. 
The fire protection has 
proven a failure and the water is not, 
especially during the hot weather, fit for 
domestic use. 
The lack of fire protection 
is caused principally by the freezing of 
the water in the pipes. 
To tak e up and 
relay the mains below frost line would 
cost more than the expense of first plac­ 
ing them in the gr ou nd . 
As to the mat 
ter of pure water agreed to be furnished, 
we can safely say that so long as the sup 
ply is tuk en from either the riv< r or the 
reseivoir at the pumps the water furnish­ 
ed can not be satisfactory. Indeed should 
the water company undertak e to comply 
with 1 he letter of the contract and “ lifter” 
all of it, as stipulated, still the people 
would probably be furnished with an ur 
tid e quite unfit for drink ing. 
This being 
the case there is now, in our opinion, but 
one way of remedying the troubles that 
confront our city authorities; and the way 
out is so easy that we hope that there will 
be no hesitancy or delay. 
We refer to 
the 
simbplc proposition 
< f demaniug 
as the ultimatum, the sink ing of Artesian 
Wells, by the water company, from which 
water shall be furnished to the city. This 
is the way out of the muddle, for both 
the city and the water company. 
The 
city authoiities should insist that the 
water company managers agree to put 
down one or more artesian well from 
which to pump water for the city. 
The 
company can afford to do this for it has 
been well paid by the city; and more than 
well paid when the present service is tak 
cn into consideration. 
For its own pro­ 
tection the water company should do this. 
With such water the pipes could never 
freeze or clog with mud and would a l­ 
ways remain free from sediment and 
therefore ready for use. 
The hydrants, 
though nut what the contract calls for, 
would not elog or fill with ice; and there­ 
fore with artesian water would answer 
the purpose for which tbey were intend­ 
ed very much better than they do now. 
With artesian well water the pipes would 
never freeze but remain open through 
the most protracted cold weather. 
By 
adopting this plan of securing its supply 
of water there could lie saved by the com 
pany the great expenses of tak ing up and 
relaying its pipes; and with the warm 
well water that 
would be constantly 
pumped into the reservoir and mains tbi re 
would be no possibility, we may say, of 
freezing; while there would be furnished 
to all parts of the city water that is abso­ 
lutely pure and healthy. 
The water d u r­ 
ing the hot summer season would be cool, 
as compared to that furnished from the 
river, while in the winter it would remain 
at a most pleasant temperature fur all 
purposes. 
While it is true that the con­ 
tract between the city and the water com 
pany provides for the reference of any 
dispute to hydraulic engim crs, we believe 
that a compromise might be made on the 


congress, one proposing changes in the 
internal revenue and the other in ‘the 
tariff laws, are both essentially partisan, 
framed with sole and exclusive intent to 
catch votes, und to k eep up all the fat of 
fices which are now used for partisan pur­ 
poses., Instead of repealing the entire 
tobacco lax (as is evidently their desire) 
and getting rid of a host of officials en­ 
gaged in collecting it, part of it is retain­ 
ed to furnish exruse for continuing all 
the offices. 
Instead of repealing the 
whisk y tax, (as the managers desire but 
dare not for fear of losing votes) and Ten­ 
dering another b§ dy of.officials unneces­ 
sary, the army of officials is retained to 
do party work , while the provisions of 
existing law by which they are enabled 
to prevent illicit distilling and to collect 
the tax are vitally weak ened.

And Also Why Prof. B ell la—The Supreme 
Court Decides the Case on about these 
Une*—An Iowa Statute “ Knocked Ou t” 
—The House Goes In for Pap er Small 
Change—Yoorltees Define» Himself. 


Washington City, March 20.—The de­ 
cision in the great Bell telephone case was 
announced Monday by the United States 
supreme court, J ustice Blatchford delivering 
the opinion. The decision is in favor of Bell 
on ev ery point, but there is a minority 
opinion signed by Bradley , Harlan and Field, 
which bolds that Drawhaugh's claim 
to 
priority of invention is good. * The ma­ 
jority opinion is signed by the chief justice, 
and J ustices Miller, Strong, and Matthews. 
J ustices Gray and Lamar did not sit in the 
case. 
The opinion is very elaborate. 
In consider­ 
ing the question of the alleged anticipation 
of Bell’s invention by the telephone of Reis 
in Germany , the court holds that Reis dis­ 
covered a means of transmitting musical 
tones and nothing more. 
Bell's patent, be­ 
in g for the process or art of transmitting 
speech, would have been just as valid even if 
he had used the apparatus of Reis in develop­ 
ing it 
The court holds that the force of the testi­ 
mony showing that Drawbaugh had tele­ 
phones in use before the invention of Bell is 
completely broken by his own conduct, 
and 
by the indifference which he manifested with 
regard to his alleged invention until yeais 
after Bell’s telephones were known to the 
■whole world. 
Referring to the charge of fraud aval collu­ 
sion in the patent office b y moans of which 
Bell, it is alleged, ob tained surreptitious in­ 
formation with regard to the inventions of his 
rivals, and then amended his own specifica­ 
tions, the court holds that there was not the 
slightest evid* nee to support this charge or to 
cast the least reflection upon the integrity of 
Bell or his attorneys.

Hallway s May Take Tanglefoot Into the 
State. 
W ashington City, 
M arch 20.—An im ­ 
portant decision was rendered b y the United 
States supreme court Monday in the case of 
Bowman Bros, vs. the Chicago & N orthw est­ 
ern Railway company, which involves the 
validity of a statute of Iow a forb idding a 
railroad company 
to b ring 
intox icating 
liquors into that state unless such company 
has b een furnished with a certificate for the 
county auditor of the county to which the liq­ 
uor is to b e transported, show ing that the con­ 
signee is legally authorized to sell it. 
The 
court holds that the power to regulate or for­ 
b id the sale of a commodity after* it has b een 
b rought into a state does not carry with it 
the right and power to prevent its introduc­ 
tion b y transportation from another state. 
The section of theffowa statute of April, 
bSMO, which prohib its railroad companies 
from b ringing liquor into the state, is there­ 
fore declared to b e invalid, and the judgm ent 
of the United States circuit court for the 
northern district of Illinois is reversed, the 
chief justice and Justices G ray and H arlan 
dissenting.

PARL IAMENT ,

L o ndo n . March *20. —In the homro of com­ 
mons Monday evening 
Ritchie, president 
of the local government board, introduced a 
local government bill for England and TV ales. 
The bill proposes the establishment of county 
councils to be elected directly by the rate 
pay ers, and to have control of the county po­ 
lice and ex ercise powers now held by the 
l)>cal authorities over gas and water works, 
artisans' dwellings, the state of food and 
drugs, sanitary conditions, etc., and to make 
advances in aid of emigration, w’hen there is 
reason for so doing. The bill does not inter­ 
fere with the judicial work of magistrates, 
but confers upon the new councils all the ad­ 
ministrative powers of a justice respecting 
county rates and financial business. 
Ritchie 
made a long statement of the powers and im­ 
portance of the bill. 
Gladstone called attention to the ex clusion 
of Scotland and Ireland from the provisions 
of the bill. 
His side, he said, would treat the 
measure candidly , but the proposals were al­ 
together too large to admit of immediate 
criticism. The house must retain absolute 
liberty of judgment on both the mass and the 
details of the bill. 
The discussion in the lobbies of the house 
disclosed general approval of the local gov ­ 
ernment bill on the part of the opposition. 
In the house of lords Earl 
Rose berry 
moved the appointment of a committee to in­ 
quire into the constitution of the house of 
lords w ith a view of so amending it as to ad­ 
mit a large infusion of elected peers into the 
body . In support of his motion Lord Rose- 
t>erry declared that such a movement w as 
necessary as the only way to restore the in­ 
fluence of the upper legisl^iv e branch. 
Baron Wemy ss moved an amendment tliat 
it was not safe or proper to place the consti­ 
tution of the house of lords in the hands of a 
committee.

W alk­ 
ing in the paths of our glorious father, we 
shall know no other aim than the welfare of 
the fatherland, and while conscientiously ob ­ 
serving tfie constitution, fully guarding the 
prerogatives of the crown, and loyally co-op­ 
erating with the national representation, w-e 
hope with God's help to attain our ob ject.” 
Continuing, the king says the condition of 
his health prevents his taking the oath in per­ 
son, b ut desiring to declare his position w ith­ 
out delay, he now solemnly undertakes to ad­ 
here to the constitution and to rule in con­ 
form ity with tlie laws. 
H err Yon Piesdorff requested permission 
of the house to d raft an address ex pressing 
devotion to the emperor, which request was 
unanimously granted, and the d raft of an ad­ 
dress w as b egun at once.

rock s, which was the home of the 
creature. 
W e rolled m ore rock s clown, 
| got a long polo and thrust it down, and 


5 after an hour's work got hold of the sail­ 
or's body and brought it to land. 
There 
was a terrible gash in hi* back , made, no 
doubt, by flic beak of the octopus, and 
wherever the cups of the foolers had 
tak en hold there were livid spot* and 
blister*, but neither the blood had been, 
suck ed out nor any of the flesh eaten. 
I 
do not think any effort 
< f ours scared the 
creature into gh iug up the « load. 
It had 
retained its hold until certain that life 
had departed, and had. perhaps, clung to 
it the longer for our attem pts. 
The na­ 
tives said that m y heaving tin* stones into 
the w ater had annoyed the octopus and 
brought him up for a fight, and that but 
for m y action we should have seen noth­ 
ing of him. 
For over four years I was m ate and 
m aster of a small schooner plying be­ 
tw een the Spice islands and Singapore, in 
the interest of an A m erican trader. 
I 
do not think I m ade a single trip w ithout 
seeing from one to a dozen of thehorriU e 
devil fish. 
One day in tin* I', ram la sea 
it fell dead calm , and a cum lit drifted 
us close in upon an island to the north of 
the Lesser Tim or, 
W e let go the anchor 


noise m ade as the cups fastened to the 
glass by suction and let go again was lik e 
the snap of a pair of pincers. 
Look ing 
from the bull's eye in the stern I could 
see that the w ater was all in a com m o­ 
tion, although there was not a breath of 
air outside. 
I had 
a d o zen m usk ets, 
as m any 
pik es, several cutlasses, and nine or ten 
hatchets in the cabin. 
This was the 
schooner's regular arm am ent, 
for we 
were continually am ong suspicious peo­ 
ple. 
I Jet the m en tak e their choice of 
weapons, and then 
divided our force and 
sent half the num ber back to the fore­ 
castle, from which they could open tie* 
attack at a signal. 
Then I carefully slid 
hack the door of the companion to get a 
look on deck . 
The sight was one no 
m an could ever forget. 
If there was 
one octopus on the port rail their were a 
dozen, and if there was one feeler tw ist­ 
ing and • quiraiing around the deck s there 
were I rtv. 
They were twisted about 
ev en thing and pulled at everything. 
Every euil of rope was off its pin and 
beer'- d r y red and whippet I about in the 
'yum t fa hi ai, and from the m otion of 
the ?choo,\< r one could not but think the 
m onsters were trying to capsize her. 
I 
did not have m ore than thirty seconds' 
tim e to planee around before three or 
four feelers shot at m e a t once, and I 
closed the slide not a second too 
avoid them . 
It was death in its m ost horrible form 
to put foot on „the b* ok , and I sent word 
tu the m en in the forecastle not to a t­ 
tem pt any m ovem ent. 
I was in hopes 
« hat if we rem ained quiet the creatures 
would tire them st ives out and 
» 0 away 
after awhile, and we spok e in whispers 
and moved about as softly as possible. 
They had come aboard of us about 0 
o'clock in the m orning, and at 10 o’clock 
were still there, though lor the last half 
hour the noise on deck Lad been less.

The island was al» out three miles long bv 
by one broad, and covered w ith forest 
and underbrush. 
It was charted as un­ 
inhabited, ex cept occasionally' by pearl 
divers or wreck ers, and as the w eather 
bade fair to bold pleasant no anchor 
w atch was set. 
As the w eather was hot 
the sailors slept cm deck , there being one 
w hite m an and five native*.

1 m ight have k nown that I 
could m ak e no headw ay against the 
m onster with the m eans at hand, but, 
acting on the impulse of the m om ent, I 
pick ed iq» ft £ <>od sized rook and thing it 
w ith certain aim at the pulpish InhIv.

1 hey said that when the oc­ 
topus tell into the w ater he swam off in 
the direction of a rock y reef on our ]x >rt 
quarter,

A fter a few m inutes the m en noticed :i 
consideral)k* commotion in the w ater, and 
this gradually upproaehod. 
Ail at once 
thev inaile out fivo4or six octopuses at

tinow ing their feelers over the low bul­ 
wark s. 


“ There’s one of ’em, sir—there’s one!” 
shouted the m ate tit this m om ent, and we 
till lied to tin* sk ylight to 
s e e three or 
four ut the horrible feelers playing over 
it. 
At the same m om ent tlu* schooner 
was canted to port with a sudden pull all 
of thm ? streak s, or w ith as m uch force 
as a strong puff of wind would have ex - 
ercised in the open sea. 
A t this m ove­ 
ment all the natives brok e out in a yell of 
affright, and, as I sternly rebuk ed them , 
one of them ex claim ed: 
Oh! ( aptain, the devil fish have come 
aboard, and not one of us can escape!” 
U u re was 110 longer any doubt that we 
were beset by the creatures. 
There was 
not a see 01 id in which 
tin* feelers were 
not playing over the sk ylight, and others 
could U* heard fastening to and dragging 
things about tin* deck . 
As the entire 
u air was afterw ard put in writing, 
sworn to by every m an 
011 Ix mrd, and

breeze had come tip, and i was angry 
ftnd^ im patient at the delay, but I re­ 
strained m yself to wait for another half 
hour, 
liy that time* the creatures had 
deserted us entirely. 
From the com m o­ 
tion in the w ater on the rock y reef, Iliad 


110 doubt that it was the den or nesting 
place of the creatures, and that they had 
let tim ed after venting their anger on 
us 
as far as possible. 
Such 
a riffle raffle I 
never saw before or after 
011 a vessel's 
deck . 
W e could not put to 
sea in sucli 
shape, but I had to threaten the men 
with a pistol before I could get one of 
them to enter the yaw 1 and pick un the 
stuff floating about. 
W e w ork ed swiftly 
and as silently as possible to m ak e good 
the damage, k eeping a man 011 the look ­ 
out all the time, and we w ere a thank ful 
body of men 
when the anchor 
was finally 
up and w e were clear of the bay. 
As to the strength of an octopus, I will 
tell you w hat four or five of us once saw 
at one of the spice islands. 
There was a 
yawl floating astern of a sm all trading 
schooner anchored oft tin* beach. 
I was 


011 the schooner talk ing with the* captain, 
and his crew of five m en w ere all 
011 
deck , when an octopus rose* on the jx irt 
side of the yaw l and ilung three of his 
tentacles into it. 
W e saw everything 
fiom the first move. 
The arm s, sliding 
about, found nothing to lay hold of, and 
then, as if the octopus was indignant at 
his ill luck , he capsized the yaw l in a 
tw ink ling. 
The w ater was not over 
twelve fd tt there, and. getting a hold on 
the rock s, he pulled the yawl astern until 
ho brok e the painter, winch was a new' 
null lojte. 
Ihe strength displayed in 
that m ovem ent was equal to that of a 
draught horse, but he was not using 
m ore than a third of his pow er.—New 
x ork bun.
